Sciopius and Carifius have remarked, that a fyllable may be formed of two or 
three letters ; as, a({uae ; yet Quintilian will not allow that three vowels can be 
united in one fyllable. But a fyllable of three vowels, nay of four, as rUau^ &c. 
is eafy and natural to the Manks and Iriih, as alfo to many other branches of the 
great Celtic language. But, contrary to the fpirit of that language, and to the 
difguifing of many of the roots, we have admitted into our orthography unnecef- 
fary and fuperfluous double vowels j fuch as qo^ u^ &c. which ihould not be ad* 
mitted.

C H A P. II. 

Op the Pronunciation op the Manks Letters. 

!if is ranked among the broad vowels ; and in antient manufcripfs j, o, and r^, 
are written indifferently one for the other ; as clagh or clogby a ftone — goan or 
goun^ fcarce ; thus, among the Latins, forreus is written for farreus^ &c. It is 
pronounced as a Englilh in man, pan, lad, bad ; as, fap^ lab, bab ; and when cir- 
cumfiexed, ^s in dame, pale, ale ; as mdrook 

5 is a labial letter, and pronounced as b Englilh ; as, bare, boayL 

C preferves a ftrong found in its unafpirated ftate, equal to the Greek Kappa, or 
the Englilh k, or as c in can, cane, comej as, cam, caby cappan ;' nor ever ufurps 
the pronunciation of i, as in ciftern, city, cedar, or of / following the vowel /, as 
in petition, &c* i^ 

Cb lias the foft guttural found of the Greek % righdy pronounced ; as cbynys^ 
cbiafsy cbaghter. 

D is pronounced as V Englilh ; as doat^ dowin. D and t are found in antient 
manufcripts written indifferently one for the other ; as y diunid, or y dimity fhfi 
profound. , This is common to us with the Greeks, Latins, Irilh, &c, ; as carad 
for car at ^ . Ir. a Irieud $ oude for 9uie^ Oi, \ tfuaJannij or quotannisy Lat* 

E is reckoned a fmall vowel ; but is fometimes long, fometimes Ihort, and 
thus anfwers to the Greek Epfilon and Eta. When it is acuted, it is pronounced 
as e Englilh in men, ten, bed ; as ben^Jheny ren ; circumflexed, as ea in fear, bear, 
tear ; as miriu. 

F is called a weak confonant, becaufe when afpirated it lofes all its force ; « 
fer^ynfecy a teacher, e er-ynfecy his teacher. It correfponds in many cafes with the 
Latin v ; as /<?r, a man, Lat. vir ; feeyn, wine, Lat. vinum ; fockUy a word, Lat, 
vocalis ; and'is pronounced as / Englilh ; as faafcy /gays. 

G is a heavy confonant, and pronounced as the Greek Gamma, or as g Englilh 
in gain, get, go ; as gammat/y goaill, garrijh ; when afpirated, it is reckoned among 
the light confonants, and has a guttural found, 

H is pronounced as i& in the Englilh hand, hind. Note, fome had rather call 
this an auxiliary than a letter, becaufe it ferves only to afpirate the foregoing con- 
fonants ; as chy ph^ thy or the following vowels, as hay hCy &c. and in nouns of tli^ 
feminino gender beginning with a vowel, though not alw^s written, is always 
ftrongly cxpreffcdi as € cddin, her face, pronounced as if written e bedil^.

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1 is one of the ftnall vowels^ and pronounced as / Engfifli; as JhilUJb^ Jblmmef^ 
Jhid. 

L is a letter which admits of no afpiration. When it begins a feminine fub-

nyn laue, nyn Uoar\ &c. In its fimple ftatc it is pronounced as / Englifk in law^

M is naturally one of the ftrong confonants, but is often changed into ks^ foft v^ 
It is pronounced as m Englifh. 

iV as « Englifh, and is never afpirated or cclipfed^ and is called a light confo- 
nant. It is often doubled, to give the ftrong^r found. In nouns plural and femi- 
nines n is pronounced like gn in feigneur ; thus, e niart, her ftrcngth, is pro- 
1^ noixnced. en niart; nyn yannoo, ovlt doingi ; nyn nyannoo. 

O is a broad vowel, and is ufed indifferently for ^ or « ; as i^ai, hoi, or hul ;, 
fometimes it is Ihort, and thus it anfwers to the Greek Omicron and Omega ;- 
when acuted,4t is pronoimced as ^ in gone; thus^ rron^ fin ; when eircnmflexed^. 
as ^ in bone ; thus, tney. 

P is a hard confonant, and pronounced as p Englifh. 

PA as the Greek Phi, or ph Englifh in philofophy, phjrfic \ as fhackyty pbaat, 

jR is a light confonant, and pronounced as r 'EngY{{K;'is~fnar6o, /arey; But: 
when a radical, it is always afpirated as the Greek Rho, as if it were written rb^ 
and is pronounced double frrjy like /and n in femining and plural nouns. 

«S as i in the Englifh favour, fenfe ; as foggyrty Jbllar,^ZRd is called the queen of 
confonants^ becaufe'it is fubjeit to no change, like the Greek Sigma,yv/^ poiejicnis: 
Uteray except it be followed by a vowel, or of the fieminine gender; and then it 
fuffers a change, v/V. ;;;«/. 

Sr is a hard confonant, naturally commutable with the letter d (as has feecn al- 
ready obferved). It has been much abufed and corrupted in modern manufcripts,/ 
&c. and cb often fubftituted in its place, entirely deftroying the Celtic root ; as 
chengey, a tongue, for teanga^ Ir. ; chiam^ a lord, for tlearn^ Ir. ; cum muliis^liis. 

U is one of the three broad vowels, and ufed indifierently for a and o ; as gotlp; 
or gaily or goul^ a fork or ray. 

V is not properly a radical confonant, but only a fecondary mirte ; however, we 
have fome words which begin with v as a radical, therefore it is admitted as fuch; 
•* as vaidyn^ a while ago, varrey mijh^ I warrant, voaUey^ a wall. 

W is pronounced as o^, as in boot, root, foot i as bwomll^ wardoon^ wirp^ warree^.

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Tin the penultima, antepeniiltima, &c. is pronounced as « in the EngHfli turn, 
Hunt, further, fturdy ; or as / in bird^ third ; as /pyrryd, ymmyrchagh. In the ul- ^ 
lama or monofylkblcs as / in tin, ikin, thin, trim (except thefe monofyllables, /, 
y^> y^9 iyu ^y^9 ^^^ which found y as in the penultima).

C H A P. HL * 

GONCEKNING THB YaRIATIOH OF MJITIAt LhTTBRS IN MaKTCS ;: 
OE, THE PrONUNcJSlxION OF SECONDARY MuTBS. 

IN the Manks are no redundant confonants as in the Iriih ; thefe ndn^radicalt 
. arc thought to clog the language, and render it difagreeable in ufe^ and difficulty 
to acquire a knowledge o£ , ^ , 

Some of thefe mut^le confonants become other confonants,- which may, there* 
fore, be called feconcary or auxiliary mutes. 

The force of the pronunciation of fecondary ox auxiliary mutes (as they are^ 
called) is fo difFcrept fi-om that of the primary or radical, that they are exprefled 
by different fignrfes or letters in the Manks, as is commonly done in other lan- 
guages, except the Irilh, where only the alpirate h is added ; from, whence arifea 
often the difficulty of finding the. etymology in ours, where that ufage prevails^ 
and the reafon why the Irifh language has been fo well preferved. 

Such words as begin with mutable confonants, viz* ^, Cy.chy d, f\ g, j\ i^ ^$pr 
pbj qy /, in their primary ufe, change thefe their radical initial letters as occafiaa 
ihall require, and according to the efie^ which the words preceding have ani 
them, as follows. 

Words primarily beginning with, b have three initials^ viz, ^, V, ^i^; d^ 6ta^ 
veaytiy long life, evea^ his life, nyn mea^ our, your, their life. So the Greek 
Bharrhon'is writtea by the Latins Varro ;.

Words beginning with j have likewife but t^'o initials, viz. j and y ; as Jee 
mUey-niartal, Almighty God, e yee, his god. 

Words beginning with i, like c, have three initials, viz. k^ ch,g; as kiunid 
aaHrij a ferene calm, e chiunid, his calmnefs, nyn giunid, our, &c. calmnefs. 

^Words beginning with m have but two initials, viz. m and v ; as moyrn vooara* 
laghy haughty pride, e voym vooaralaghy his haughty pride. 

Words beginning with p have three initial?, viz. />, ph^ b \ as padjer jeean^ 
earneft prayer, ephadjerj his prayer, nyn badjery our, &c. prayer. 

Words beginning with ph have alfo three initials, viz. ph^ v, and the firft 
vowel or confonant of the word, the ph being eclipfed or made quiefcent ; as 
fhreeney vooar, a large pin, e reeney, his pin,^ nyn vreeney, our pin ; pbaal keyrragb, 
a Iheep-pen, e aal, his pen, fvyn vaal, our pen* . \ 

Words^ beginning with q have likewife three, viz. y, wb, g; as quhgbromey a

Words beginning with s have alfo three, viz, j, h^ /, if the firft letter s be fol- 
lowed by a Towcl ^ or if the word be of thp fpmiulft^gettder it has two ; as fooill 
vie, a good eye, e booillt his eye, y tooi/l, the eye ; Jlingan vooar, a big fhoulder, y 
ilingan, the flioulder ; otherwifc the initial remains unchanged ; as fporran^ a purfe, 
t fporran^ his purfc. 

Words beginning with / have three initials, viz. /, by db ; as iaggloo ardy high 
difcourfe, t bagglooy his difcourfe, nyn dbaggloo, our difcourfc. 

The variation of the initial letters is always regular and conftant betwixt letters 
of the fame organ of pronunciation ; for a labial letter is never changed to a den- 
tal, nor a dental to a labial, &c. 

Adverbs, being formed of adjeAives, become fuch for the moft part by putting 
dy in apportion to the adjecSlives, without efFe<9:ing any change in their mutable 
initial confpnants ; as mie (adjeftive), good, dy mie (adverb), well ; bogbt (adj.) 
poor, dy bogbt (adv.), poorly; gennal (adj.), merry, dy gennal ^dv.), merrily. 
Whereas the prepofition dy, to, a contraAion of gys^ or dy the lign of the infini- 
tive mood, or dy, of, from jfb, always change the mutable initials ; thus, in tra- 

agb, pebble, goaill, bailey ; as rybbag^^ hraagb, a wifp of hay, earroo dy phobble, a /
